The Senate itself scheduled its last 
day of unlimited debate on the pro­ 
posal with voting to start tomor- 
I row. 
Both sides conceded the vote 
would be close.

each dependent *xcept a spouse, 
effective Jan. I next year. I? would 
be limited largely to those mak­ 
ing less than BS.OOO a year.

"It is both morally and economi­ 
cally indefensible.** he said, to ar­ 
gue on the one hand that It good 
policy to jive away billions of dol­ 
lars of rcvenu' to large corpora­ 
tions. and on the other hand that 
the Treasury cannot afford modest 
relief to low income lambies."
